Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
David Kemeny on 1 1 February 2009. 

The application has been amended as follows: in claim 1 , lines 6-7, "to extend the side 
faces of said drive part" has been changed to - and having side faces forming a continuous 
extension of the side faces of the drive part, said leg parts and said drive part forming a single 
unitary piece --, and in line 9, "of said drive part" has been cancelled; 

Claim 10 has been cancelled. 

The above amendment clarifies that the leg parts flow smoothly from the drive part as 
opposed to the prior art, where there is a necessary discontinuity from the drive part to the studs 
which the examiner has read as the legs in the previous rejection. The above amendment is 
supported on page 5, lines 22-37 of the original specification. The second part of the amendment 
to claim 1 is intended to correct an obvious minor error. Claim 1 0 has been cancelled as 
duplicative of some of the limitations added to claim 1 in this amendment.
